the city by the time night had fallen. 
.The inconvenience was very great. A 
number of theaters had to forego their 
performances, several of the evening 
newspapers were unable to get out 
their editions, and the great depart- 
ment stores were hurriedly emptied. 
The strikers demand the fulfillment 
of the promises to improve their con- 
dition which they claim were made to 
them last July. 
Many of the great 


derailment stores of Pans rely en- 
tirely upon electricity for lighting and 
healing. The prefecture ot police, the 
buildings of the various ministries 
and the pt'biic institutions also were 
without lights, and even the Elysee 
palace was temporarily thrown into 
darkness 
The senate and the cham- 


ber of deputies arc provided with gas 
pipes and were therefore able to get 
light and go on with their business 
The strikers voted to continue the 
strike 
until all their claims were 


granted.
